Paris, July 24.—Lieutenant Marchal,

GREEN EXPLAINS 
DISAPPEARANCE, 


Mobile, Ala., July 24.—In a signed 
statement tonight to The Register, C. 
C. Green explained the reasons for his 
disappearance from Mobile on January 
11, 1915. He said that he came to Mo- 
bile from Waynesboro on January 16 
on account of business maaters. Green 
related his story as follows: 

“] was heavily in debt when the 
European war came on and I had notes 
falling due on the first of the year. I 
found that I was unable to orrow 
sufficient money or to sell my prop- 
erty for the purposes of meeting those 
obligations when they became dua 

“I had a horror of going into bank- 
ruptcy, so I decided to go away for 
thirty or sixty days. I believed by 
taking such a trip matters would ad- 
just themselves in time. 

“My health was also failing me aé 
the time. My condition became worse 
and I was unable @o return when |} 
had intended to.” 

Gdreen then went on to say that he 
did not hear a word from his family or 
from ‘any acquaintance for twelve 
months.

Candidate for Governor, in 


Speech at Gainesville Mon- 
day, Makes Only Brief Ref- 
erence to Other Opponents. 


Gainesville, Ga., July 24.—(Special.) 
Joseph E, Pottle, of Milledgeville, can- 
didate for governor, spoke in the Hall 
county courthouse here today at the 
noon recess of court, and was heard by 
a crowd that well filled the court room. 
He was introduced by B. P. Gaillard, a 
prominent local attorney. 

Mr. Pottle had but little.tq say con- 
cerning Governor Nat E. Harris, and

made his usual feference to Dr. L. G. 
Hardman, that "Georgia does not need 
a doctor.” The fact that he made but 
brief reference to these two candidates 
who are opposing him, but made Mr. 
Dorsey the thrust of his attack, is 
taken here to indicate that Mr. Pottle 
considers Mr. Dorsey his most formida- 
ble opponent, 
Attacks Mr. Dorsey. 

He attacked Mr. Dorsey upon the 
Louisville and Nashville question and 
upon his position as to the use of the 
clemency powers of the governor. 

Mr. Pottle declared that Mr. Dorsey 
should be disqualified from holding the 
office of governor for the reason that 
he had been connected with a law firm 
which repreaents the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, a corporation which 
is seeking to parallel the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. He took the posi- 
tion that while Mr. Dorsey had de- 
clared that he had personally taken no 
part in the L. & N. litigation, he was 
still morally and legally responsible fur 
the acts of his firm, and that he had 
never heard that Mr. Dorsey had made 
any denial of having received a part 
of the fee from the L. & N. which Mr. 
Pottle presumed Mr. Dorsey's law firm 
had received for its services. He fur- 
ther declared that the constitution of 
Georgia makes it obligatory for a s0- 
licitor general, which position Mr. Dor- 
sey until recently held in Fulton coun-|! 


son Or corperation in any action an- 
tagonistic to the interests of the state, 
and that Mr. Dorsey’s connection with 
a law firm®gepresenting the Louisville 
and Nashville in the anti-paralleling 
case constituted a violation of his oath 
of office. 

The fact that the Louisville and 
Nashville, which he alleged had been 
seeking to control the legislatures of 
other states than Georgia, had secured 
the service of a law firm with which 
Mr. Dorsey was connected just when 
Mr. Dorsey was about to enter the race 
for governor, Mr. Pottle regarded as 
significant. 


Charges Inconsistency. 


In attacking Mr. Dorsey's position 
with respect to the’ governor’s exer- 
cise of the pardoning and parolling 
power, Mr. Pottle declared that Mr. 
Dorsey is inconsistent in that he de- 
clared in hits political platform and 
speeches he had opposed the exercise 
of the clemency powers without a ful] 
investigation of the record of a case 
as well as for sentimental or politica) 
reasons, while he, as solicitor general. 
had made numerous recummendations 
to the governor for clemency for con- 
victed men. 

While Mr. Dorsey in his campaign 
is taking the position of upholding the 
verdicts of juries by opposing the ex- 
ercise of clemency to set aside jury 
verdicts, declared Mr. Pottle, he either 
urged or requested the governor of 
the state to set aside verdicts in twen- 
ty-two cases by the exercise of ex- 
ecutive clemency. 

Mr. Pottle designated the various 
kinds of cases included in the alleged 
twenty-two and discussed one or two 
of them in detail.

~ ASKED BY ASQUITH 


.Premier Asks the House of 
| Commons for £450,000,000 
to Carry on War—Largest 
| Vote Asked Since the War 


Began. 


; 


London, July 24.—Premier Asquith 
| today asked the house of commons for 
a vote of credit of £450,000,000. This 
; vote is the largest asked by the gov- 


‘ernment since the beginning of the 
| war, and will bring the total voted 
‘this year to  £1,050,000,000, and the 
| totalsince the beginning of the war 
; to £2,832,000,000 (approximately $14,- 
1 160,000,000). 

In moving the vote of credit the 
premier said the recent expenditure out 
of the vote of credit was approximate- 
ly £5,000,000 daily. The £6,000,000 daily 
referred to by Reginald McKenna, the 
chancellor of the exchequer, repre- 
sented all the outgoing, the premier 
said. All the expenditure from April 
1 to last Satuplay was £659,000,000. 


Asquith on Cost of War. 


Mr. Asquith said that the navy, army 
and munitions cost £379,000,000, the 
loans of Great Britain’s allies, £157,- 
000,000, and food, supplies, railways, 
etc., £23,000,000. The average daily ex- 
penditure on the war, he said, was 
£4,950,000. 

The premier said he hoped the ex- 
penditure for the army and navy 
would not exceed the present level in 
the near future. The munitions cost 
remained stationary at the highest 
level yet reached, he added, and might 
increase. 

Premier Asquith said that since the 
outbreak of the war there had been 
twelve votes of credit, totaling £2,3832,- 
000,000. The present vote was substan- 
tially larger than its predecessors in 
order to make provision for a longer 
period, and the covering of any neces- 
Sary results. 

Explainig the statement of Reginald 
McKenna, chancellor of the exchequer, 
that the expenditure had _ reached 
£6,000,000 daily, Premier Asquith made 
the same statement as did the chan- 
cellor in regard to the purchase of 
American securities, which, he said, 
was not true expenditure, but merely a 
transfer of assets from England to 
America. After expending £599,000,000 
between April 1 and July 22, continued 
the premier, there was a balance on 
hand of £41,000,000, which was suffi- 
cient to carry on the services to the 
end of July instead of the first week in 
August, as he had estimated. The 
daily average of expenditure had risen 
from £4,820,000 during the period from 
May 1 to June 30 to £5,050,000 during 
the period from June 21 to July 22, or 
an average over the two periods of 
£4,.950,000. The principle cause of fhe 
increase were the army and navy muni- 
tions. 

#” tIrrecoverable Expenditure. 
Gre first period the average irre- 
@Sverable expenditure was £3,000,000, 
being exclusive of supplies to the al- 
lies. a. the second period it was 
£3,600,000. "rom both these figures 
should be deducted the average peace 
expenditure of £220,000,000. The naval 
expenditure, added the premier, pre- 
ceded at an unifom rate and was not 
expected to increase in the near fu- 
ture. Anmy expenditures, he_ said, 
reached the high waser mark exclu- 
sive of munitions last November and 
from January to June remained fairly 
constant at a figure rather less than 
that of last November. 

The July total, continued the pre- 
mier, probably would be higher than 
that of November and, it was said, 
apart from any change in policy that 
the present level would be maintained 
for the near future. The munition ex- 
penditure had increased steadily and 
continually to May and in that month 
and during July it was fairly constant. 
Under these circumstances the expen- 
diture might be expected to expand 
little more. The daily average of 
loans to all dominions dropped £1,490,- 
000 in the first period to £1,320,000 in 
the second period, but these figures, 
said the premier, were very mislead- 
ing because in the first period there 
was one item of £12,000,000 attribut- 
‘able in reality to the previous period. 
| Allowing for that the average ex- 
penditure under this head had in- 
creased. The figure for the second 
period was swollen by the fact that the 
government had advanced £11,000,000 
to Australia to enable that common- 
wealth to. finance the purchase of 
wheat contracts for the home govern- 
ment. 

After a speech Dy 
Churchill criticising Premier Asquith 
for not reviewing the war situation, 
David Lloyd-George, secretary for war, 
replied, saying that it would be pre- 
mature to survey a military situation 
and the prospects in the middle of the 
battle. 

Victory Coming, Says Lloyd-George. 

“The prospects are good,” the war 
secretary said, ‘our generals are more 
than satisfied, and proud of the valor 
of our men they are leading. Great 
as the British infantry was in Well- 


have been greater than now. 

“One thrills with pride when one 
thinks one belongs to the same race. 
They are pressing back the formidable 
foe who devoted his. best brains to 
the study of war for generations, I 
feel confident that victory is assured 
to us.”

“Numbers and

“There is no doubt at 
lesson of this battle is 
simply to press on with all our re- 
sources and with the material at our 
command and victory will be ours.”

PRESIDENT TENER 
FIFTY-THREE TODAY 


National League Head Is Prod- 
uct of the Emerald Isle. 
Has His Troubles. 


—_—— 


John Kinley Tener, former profes- 
sional ball player, ex-congressman, ©X~ 
governor & Pennsylvania and now 
president of the National league, -— 
today receive the congratulations 0 
the magnates—or some of them-—on his 
fifty-third birthday. President Tener 
was born on July 26, 1863, in County 
Tyrone, Ireland, which makes him in- 
eligible for the presidency of the Unit- 
ed States, but as the executive head 
of the National league he has almost 
as many worries and responsibilities 
as the occupant of the white house. 
What with warring magnates, fractious 
players, critical scribes, belligerent fans 
and Johnny Evers, President Tener 
earns his $25,000 a year. 

There is a world of difference be- 
tween the jobs held by Tener and John- 
son. Byron Bancroft ig a dictator, an 
autocrat, a tsar. He doesn't claim to 
rule by divine right, but the result is 
the same. He has been holding down 
his job ever since his league was 
started, and none of the magnates of 
the young major circuit have ever 
dared to even think of deposing him. 
Anybody who would suggest such a 
thing would be branded a nihilist and 
sent to Sahara or Siberia or wherever 
it is that Emperor Ban I. sends po- 
litical prisoners. 

It is true that when the National 
league moguls offered the presidency 
to Mr. Tener they gave him a contract 
for four years. They did it, however, 
in the same spirit that the,sovereign 
voters gave to Dr. Woodrow Wilson a 
contract covering a similar period. They 
reserved the right to criticise, knock 
and asperse their chief in any way 
they might see fit or unfit. The Na- 
tional league is a democracy of the 
aristocracy, just like ancient Greece 
and Rome, and what ts permissible for 
the patrician magnates is taboo to the 
player slaves, as Johnny Evers has 
learned to his sorrow. 

Although he has had his troubles— 
such as drove President Pulliam to sul- 
cide—President Tener hasn't suffered 
bral to from the strain incident to 
iia exalted job. It may be that his 
six and a half feet of manly physique 
doesn't radiate quite so much good 
cheer ag in the days when he was kiss- 
ing the babies and passing about Hi- 
bernian blandishments and Wheeling 
cigars to their parents, seeking elec- 
tion to congregs or the governorship of 
the grand old state of William Penn, but 
neither is he noticeably despondent or 
low in his mind. 

In the years gree as President Te- 
ner’s tenure o office the National 
league was conducted pretty much as 
Mexico has been in the last four years, 
The Maderos and Huertas and Villas 
and Carranzas and Zapatas of the cir- 
cult split up Into little cliques and 
waged almost constant warfare on 
each other. The selection of Governor 
Tener as president marked the begin- 
ning of a period of comparative peace, 
internally, although the Federal league 
war gave the new chieftain and the 
club owners plenty to think about. 

The ousting of Charles Webb Murphy 
from the league removed one lively 
bone of contention. It is understood 
that this is merely a figure of speech, 
for Charles Webb certainly was not a 
“bone” above the ears, but one of the 
shrewdest magnates the league has 
ever had. At the same time he enjoved 
a wide unpopularity, and his passing 
helped to clear the National league sit- 
uation. 

President Tener has fostered several 
poowen of baseball legislation which 

ave helped to put the game on a bet- 
ter and firmer foundation, and he has 
accomplished by indirect and diplomatic 
methods several reforms which Ran 
Johnson has put through by imperial 
fiat. Mr. Tener’s long experience in 
the political game, his personal know])- 
edge of how it feels to be a big league 
player, and his Irish gift of gab, have 
enabled him to make his administration 
s0 far one of the most successful in the 
league’s long history.

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SALLY PRESIDENT 
GIVES INTERVIEW 
ON MONTGOMERY 


Savannah, Ga., July 24.—N. P. Corish, 
president of the South Atlantic league, 
gave to the Associated Press today this 
statement relative to the Montgomery 
situation: 

As to President Hurley's purpose to 
put the South Atlantic league in the 
courts, I have only to say he knows 
where its headquarters are located. 

The trouble in Montgomery is chief- 
ly an internal matter of the club. So 
far as the league's action in dropping 
this club from membership is concerned, 
it was unanimously agreed to by the 
remaining clubs and could not be done 
otherwise. The Montgomery franchise 
and players were surrendered to the 
league on July 12, 1916, and the league 
was clearly within its rights in the 
premises. 

I told Mr. Hurley at a conference in 
Columbus, Ga., on July 16, 1916, in the 
presence of President Walsh, of Charles- 
ton, and Secretary Walton, of the local 
club, ‘that if the league failed in its 
efforts to place the Albany franchise 
elsewhere, its only other course would 
be to drop Montgomery on account of 
its geographical location and the poor 
attendance there. A tentative propoai- 
tion to carry the Albany team was 
made, based upon satisfactory assur- 
ances to be given by President Hurley 
on Wednesday, July 19, that he had 
arranged to finance the Montgomery 
club during the balance of the season. 
This he failed to do. Still no action 
was finally taken until Mr. Walton, the 
principal owner of the Montgomery 
club, as I understand it, read to me over 
the telephone on Saturday afternoon, 
July 22, the following telegram he had 
just received from President Hurley: 
“Nothing more we can do—let her go.” 

With the request that he make the 
statement full and complete, I am con- 
tent to leave the subject of finances to 
President Hurley. He has made various 
statements to’me in this regard recent- 
ly, none of which were verified. 

This or any other internal matter of 
the National Association of Baseball 
leagues cannot ve considered by the 
national commission, except on an ap- 
peal from the ruling of the national 
board of arbitration, which must first 
consider the case. The South Atlantic 
league is ready for any investigation. 
We simply called Mr. Hurley’s bluff.

PRESIDENT TENER 
FIFTY-THREE TODAY 


National League Head Is Prod- 
uct of the Emerald Isle. 
Has His Troubles. 


John Kinley Tener, former profes- 
sional ball player, ex-congressman, ©X~ 
governor of Pennsylvania and now 
president of the National league, will 
today receive the congratulations = 
the magnates—or some of them—on his 
fifty-third birthday. President Tener 
was born on July 26, 1863, in County 
Tyrone, Ireland, which makes him in- 
eligible for the presidency of the Unit- 
ed States, but as the executive head 
of the National league he has almost 
as many worries and responsibilities 
as the occupant of the white house. 
What with warring magnates, fractious 
players, critical scribes, belligerent fans 
and Johnny Evers, President Tener 
earns his $25,000 a year. 

There is a world of difference be- 
tween the jobs held by Tener and John- 
son. Byron Bancroft is a dictator, an 
autocrat, a tsar. He doesn't claim to 
rule by divine right, but the result is 
the same. He has been holding down 
his job ever since his league was 
started, and none of the magnates of 
the young major circuit have ever 
dared to even think of deposing him. 
Anybody who would suggest such a 
thing would be branded a nihilist and 
sent to Sahara or Siberia or wherever 
it is that Emperor Ban I. sends po- 
litical prisoners. 

It is true that when the National 
league moguls offered the presidency 
to Mr. Tener they gave him a contract 
for four years. They did !t, however, 
in the same spirit that the, sovereign 
voters gave to Dr. Woodrow Wilson a 
contract covering a similar period. They 
reserved the right to criticise, knock 
and asperse their chief in “ay way 
they might see fit or unfit. The Na- 
tional league is a democracy of the 
aristocracy, just like ancient Greece 
and Rome, and what ts permissible for 
the patriclan magnates is taboo to the 
player slaves, as Johnny Evers has 
learned to his sorrow. 

Although he has had his troubles— 
such as drove President Pulliam to sul- 
cide—President Tener hasn't suffered 
rage Aone Ae from the strain incident to 
iig exalted job. It may be that his 
six-and a half feet of manly physique 
doesn't radiate quite so much good 
cheer ag in the days when he was kiss- 
ing the bables and passing about Hi- 
bernian blandishments and Wheeling 
cigars to their parents, seeking elec- 
tion to congress or the governorship of 
the grand old state of William Penn, but 
neither is he noticeably despondent or 
low in his mind. 

In the years preceding President Te- 
ner’s tenure of office the National 
league was conducted pretty much as 
Mexico has been in the last four years. 
The Maderos and Huertas and Villas 
and Carranzas and Zapatas of the cir- 
cuit split up into little cliques and 
waged almost constant warfare on 
each other. The selection of Governor 
Tener as president marked the begin- 
ning of a pertod of comparative peace, 
internally, although the Federal league 
war gave the new chieftain and the 
club owners plenty to think about. 

The ousting of Charles Webb Murphy 
from the league removed one lively 
bone of contention. It is understood 
that this is merely a figure of speech, 
for Charles Webb certainly was not a 
“bone” above the ears, but one of the 
shrewdest magnates the league has 
ever had. At the same time he enjoyed 
a wide unpopularity, and his passing 
helped to clear the National league sit- 
uation. 

President Tener has fostered several 
proces of baseball legislation which 
ave helped to put the game on a bet- 
ter and firmer foundation, and he has 
accomplished bv indirect and diplomatic 
methods several reforms which Ban 
Johnson has put through by imperial 
fiat. Mr. Tener's long experience in 
the political game, his personal know]- 
edge of how it feels to be a big league 
player, and his Irish gift of gab, have 
enabled him to make his administration 
s0 far one of the most successful in the 
league's long history.

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SALLY PRESIDENT 
GIVES INTERVIEW 
ON MONTGOMERY 


Savannah, Ga., July 24.—N. P. Corish, 
president of the South Atlantic league, 


gave to the Associated Press today this 
statement relative to the Montgomery 
situation: 

As to President Hurley's purpose to 
put the South Atlantic league in the 
courts, I have only to say he knows 
where its headquarters are located. 

The trouble in Montgomery is chief- 
ly an internal matter of the club. Bo 
far as the league's action in dropping 
this club from membership !s concerned, 
it was unanimously agreed to by the 
remaining clubs and could not be done 
otherwise. The Montgomery franchise 
and players were surrendered to the 
league on July 12, 1916, and the league 
was clearly within its rights in the 
premises, 

I told Mr. Hurley at a conference in 
Columbus, Ga., on July 16, 1916, in the 
presence of President Walsh, of Charles- 
ton, and Secretary Walton, of the local 
club, ‘that if the league failed in its 
efforts to place the Albany franchise 
elsewhere, its only other course would 
be to drop Montgomery on account of 
its geographical location and the poor 
attendance there. A tentative proposi- 
tion to carry the Albany team was 
made, based upon asatisfactory assur- 
ances to be given by President Hurley 
on Wednesday, July 19, that he had 
arranged to finance the Montgomery 
club during the balance of the season. 
This he failed to do. Still no action 
was finally taken until Mr. Walton, the 
principal owner of the Montgomery 
club, as I understand it, read to me over 
the telephone on Saturday afternoon, 
July 22, the following telegram he had 
just received from President Hurley: 
“Nothing more we can do—let her go.” 

With the request that he make the 
statement full and complete, I am con- 
tent to leave the subject of finances to 
President Hurley. He has made various 
statements to me in this regard recent- 
ly, none of which were verified. 

This or any other internal matter of 
the National Association of Baseball 
leagues cannot ve considered by the 
national commission, except on an ap- 
peal from the ruling of the national 
board of arbitration, which must first 
consider the case. The South Atlantic 
league is ready for any investigation. 
We simply called Mr. Hurley's bluff.

HAVE SIGNED FOR 
20-ROUND BOUT 


Chicago, July 24.—Freddie Welsh, 
lightweight champion, and Charley 
White, of Chicago, signed articles here 
today for a bout of 20 rounds to a de- 
Cision to take place in Colorado 
gga Colo., Labor day, September 4. 
The promoters guaranteed a purse of 
$17,500. 

The bout will be the first one of 20 
rounds in which Welsh has taken part 
since he defeated Willie Ritche for the 
world’s championship at London July 
7, 1914. He has agreed to surrender 
the title on a decision Labor day, should 
Billy Roche, of New York, selected as 
referee on the insistence of his mana- 
ger, Harry Pollock, give a_ verdict 
against him. 

Welsh, because of his title and con- 
cessions, will take down $13,500 with 
the option of taking 50 per cent of 
the receipts should they go above 
$27,000. 

White's share is to be $4,000. Welsh 
comes in also for 51 per cent of the 
motion picture receipts. Edward Pitts, 
of Denver, who represented the Colo- 
rado promoters, said he would build an 
open-air arena to seat 14,600 persons. 
He put up a $6,000 forfeit. Welsh put 
up $2,600 and White $1,000. 

The bout will be under Marquis of 
Queensberry rules. The men agreed 
to woe in at 135 pounds at 9 a. m., 
about five hours before they enter the 
ring. They agreed to begin training at 
Colorado Springs two weeks before the 
fight. 

The bout will be the fourth meeting 
of Welsh and White. The champion 
yy had the better of the encounters 
so far.
